issud orders to the

M anchuria to "avoid aggravating" the 
incident. 
The occupation cam e after a rail­ 
way bridge of the southern M anchur­ 
ia railway had been dynamited. Chin­ 
ese forces claimed the Japanese dyna­ 
mited the railroad themselves in order 
to provoke the incidnt calling for oc­ 
cupation.

The W hite House has made public 
census statistics which answ er asser- 
I ttons of beer advocates th a t restora­ 
tion of brewing would give employ­ 
m ent to a million or more men and 
stim ulate 
Industry.

figures 
show th a t at the peak o( the brewing 
Industry in 1914, just before prohibi­ 
tion began to gain ground, a total of 
75,000 men were employed. 
This fell 
to 42,000 In 1919 just before federal 
prohibition became 
effective. 
Pay­ 
rolls were 180,000,000 in 1914 and $68,- 
000,000 In 1919. 
To show that the entire business 
was not wiped out by prohibition, the 
, W hite House obtained census figures

which showed 6.400 men engaged, with 
a total payroll of $12,000,000 
A report that Mr. Hoover had asked 
the census bureau for the figures sent 
two of the W hite House secretaries.
